In addition to this are oocasion- 
al complaints as to thin wheat,and there is a growing 
belief that the crop for the State aside from the 
harm done by cheat will be less than an average 
one. The real trouble rests in the bad condition of 
the ground at the time of seeding, shriveled seed 
and injuries resulting from a severe winter. At the 
present moment the reports are growing more un- 
favorable, but not seriously so. The season has 
continued cold and backward, but at present is 
without surplus moisture. Thus far it has been 
UNFAVORABLE TO CORN, 
which to date is without promise. The past month 
has been remarkable this year in Missouri for low 
temperature and heavy rainfalls. While these con- 
ditions have retarded the farm work and have not 
been at all favorable to the growing corn, yet small 
grains have thrived wonderfully under their inftu- 
ence, except ina few instances. In a few of the 
southern counties the chinch bug is doing some 
damage to both wheat and oats.

OWNERSHIP OF STREETS. 
The Court of Appeals yesterday missed an 


opportunity to lay down a legal principle which 


lies at the bottom of many municipal rights and 
powers. * 

This is the principle that the general right of 
the people to use the streets cannot be trans- 
ferred to any private corporation as an exclu- 
sive monopoly to be used by it for gainful pur- 
poses. ‘ 

This principle is inherent in the very idea of 
government by the people. It has never been 
formulated in any municipal charter or consti- 
tution, because no occasion had arisen to sug- 
gest its necessity. During the last twenty 
y however, a number of conditions have 
arisen which would have been specifically pro- 
vided against if they could have been forseen. 
New methods of travel and traction, new 
methods of transmitting news and of furnish- 
ing necessary resources of modern life have 
called for new uses of the streets which were 


originally designed merely for surface travel 
and for uses exclusively public. 

Through indifference and lack of opposition, 
private corporations have obtained franchises 
to use the streets which forbid other citizens 
competing with them. 

These streets are as free to the public, as thor- 
oughly and completely public as the air. we 
breathe or the water we drink; the right of the 
people to use them on equal terms with each 
other is as illimitable as the right to sue in 
court or to meet together. 

A charter has no more legal right to say that 
certain citizens shall use the streets for a certain 
purpose, and that no other persons shall use 
them for the same purpose, than it has to say 
that certain persons shall have the exclusive 
right of appearing in court. 

Some of these days the courts will lay down 
this sound and salutary law, and then every- 
body will be astonished that it was allowed to 
slumber so long.

A “STRAW” FROM THE PACIFIC. 

The Democrats of California and Nevada are 
just spoiling for a square fight with the Central 
and Southern Pacific oligarchy and their allied 
corporations. The resolutions of the Califor- 
nia Demecracy especially ring with anti-mo- 
nopoly sentiments and doctrines. 

They declare that seven-eighths of the Repub- 
lican State Senators and three-fourths of the 
Republican Assemblymen are responsible for 
the defeat of the legislation by which the late 
extra session attempted to protect the people 
from the insolent, oppressive and lawless rule 
of railroad corporations. They declare that the 
Republican State Convention openly supported 
that rule by denouncing the proposed legisla- 
tion and sending to Chicago a Blaine delega- 
tion composed of monopolists or of men notori- 
ously and avowedly the pliant tools of 
monopolies. Resolutions were also passed 
reading out of the party and denounc- 
ing as “unworthy of public trust,” and 
as “pledge-breakers and traitors,” Attorney- 
General MarsHatt, Railroad Commissioners 
CARPENTER and HumPpHreys, Lieut.-Gov. Jona 
DaGGETT, who gave the casting vote against 
the anti-monopoly legislation, and the recreant 
Democratic Senators who aided him and the 
Republicans in frustrating the wishes of the 
people.

OWNERSHIP OF STREETS. 
The Court of Appeals yesterday missed an 


opportunity to lay down a legal principle which 


lies at the bottom of many municipal rights and 
powers. * 

This is the principle that the general right of 
the people to use the streets cannot be trans- 
ferred to any private corporation as an exclu- 
sive monopoly to be used by it for gainful pur- 
poses. ‘ 

This principle is inherent in the very idea of 
government by the people. It has never been 
formulated in any municipal charter or consti- 
tution, because no occasion had arisen to sug- 
gest its necessity. During the last twenty 
y however, a number of conditions have 
arisen which would have been specifically pro- 
vided against if they could have been forseen. 
New methods of travel and traction, new 
methods of transmitting news and of furnish- 
ing necessary resources of modern life have 
called for new uses of the streets which were 
originally designed merely for surface travel 
and for uses exclusively public. 

Through indifference and lack of opposition, 
private corporations have obtained franchises 
to use the streets which forbid other citizens 
competing with them. 

These streets are as free to the public, as thor- 
oughly and completely public as the air. we 
breathe or the water we drink; the right of the 
people to use them on equal terms with each 
other is as illimitable as the right to sue in 
court or to meet together. 

A charter has no more legal right to say that 
certain citizens shall use the streets for a certain 
purpose, and that no other persons shall use 
them for the same purpose, than it has to say 
that certain persons shall have the exclusive 
right of appearing in court. 

Some of these days the courts will lay down 
this sound and salutary law, and then every- 
body will be astonished that it was allowed to 
slumber so long.
